Elliott, a farm hand, sought for two 
days by posses as the alleged murder- 
er of Miss Sybil Pettis, a school teach- 
er, and her father, George A. Pettis of 
this town, was captured here,early to- 
day. 
A fanner, Roland Mills. • found 


the-man heavily armed, in his carriage 
shed, where, he had 
Bought • shelter 


from the rain. 


Elliott was captured about a mile 


and a half from the scene of the shoot- 
ing;. He was In a very weak and ex- 
hausted condition, and made no effort 
to resist arrest. He was apparently In 
a stupor when Mills discovered 
him. 


The latter ran to a--neighbor's house 
about a quarter of a. mile away and 
notified Deputy Sheriff 
WUliariV "F. 
Bates, who took Elliott into custody. 


He was accompanied by several armed double • killing-, said Elliott shot her 
men. 


One of Elliott's eyes 
was 
nearly 


closed, and he was cut about the face 
and head, Indicating, it was thought. 
that he may have had a. struggle with 
Pettis before shooting htm. He was 
apparently suffering from - exposure 
and lack of food. It Is now believed 
that at no time was he very far away. 
He has made no statement of 
any 


kind. 


When arrested Elliott had on him 


two automatic revolvers and one of 
an ordinary type, between fifty and 
sixty rounds of ammunition and 
a 


small sum of money.

The shooting of Miss Pettls and her 


father occurred Tuesday at the Pettls 
home. 
Mrs. Pettis. a witness of the 


husband and then her daughter with 
whom he was Infatuated. When Mrs. 
Penis pleaded that her life bo spared 
Elliott, sho said, expressed sorrow for 
his act. 
Friends of Miss Pettls said 


sho had shown the farm hand 'much 
kindness but never had'encouraged his 
attentions.' Elliott for some time had 
been-employed-at the Pettls home, 


Elliott was arraigned before the Jus- 


tice of. the police here later on charges 
of murder and was ordered held for thu 
grand Jury. Physicians stated the pris- 
oner probably would not live to'stand 
trial, as there were Indications of a 
compound .fracture of the skuiU 


Elliott said his mind was a blank reT 
garding what happened after his fight 
with Pettls.'

Owing to the extent of the proposi- 


tion involved In the Oakland 
sewei 


problem, Commissioner Morse has de- 
cided that he will not attempt to begin 
the work unless a special appropriation 
for that purpose is voted. There is. suf- 
ficient regular work ahead to take all 
of his $40,000 appropriation for sewei 
construction during the year, and he 
does not desire to start on the Oakland 
matter unless he has a sufficient amount 
to carry it'through to completion..

taction for he has evolved a plan to fur- 
nish temporary. relief at a compara- 
tively small .cost: 'It'was the intention 
of Commissioner Morse, earlier In. tne 
year, to establish a new filter bed that 
would take care of the sewage from 
the plant of the Newton Mfg. .Co., and 
from Red Village, by running pipe sew- 
ers from those plants to a proposed new 
filter plant.

creased amount of sewage

immediate correction, and hence Com- 
missioner Morze has decided to insta:

tions plant which will retain the sludge, 
or solid matter, permitting omy the. I" 
lered eflluent to enter the brook as an 
overflow. This will greatly reduce the 
objectionable feature of the present ar-

REDUCING UNEMPLOYMENT 


There is practically no 
unemploy- 


ment in this country at the 
present 


time, c\cept where-labor troubles'or 
chronic aversion to labor keeps men 
out o£ work, temporarily or otherwise. 
This is an 
abnormal 
condition and 


while it may last during' ths war, it 
cannot last long 
afterwards. 
Some 


degree of unemployment must always 
exist in a country so vast and popu- 
lous as ours, and no less reliable^ an 
authority than the secretary of labor 
states that, according to the census of 
1900 and 1910, six million men are out 
of work during the year, most of them 
for months at a time. According to 
figures compiled by experts, unemploy- 
ment 
represents 
a 
wage 
t6ss of 


$1.000,000,000 annually, and it is almost 
wholly preventive. It is said that in 
most cases, industries are looking .for 
work In one section when workers are 
out of employment in another, and it 
is the aim of the government and pri- 
vate agencies to adopt a mobile elastic 
system that would tend to 
eliminate 


unemployment throughout this coun 
try 


Our immigration problem is closel 


related to our unemployment problem. 
The advent of immigrants in 
large 


numbers and their employment at the 
lowest wages is one of tho causes for 
fluctuations in industry, but as soon as 
the immigrant has joined the ranks of 
labor he suffers equally with the na- 
tive from every disorganization of the 
labor market. The entire problem is 
as important for the employer as for 
the employed since to get the proper 
type ef Workers is quite essential to 
success.in industry. 


Among the suggestions now being 


made to the government are that im- 
migration be distributed more intelli- 
gently so that the newcomers may be 
sent where they are needed and where 
they would find the better opportunity, 
instead of being crowded into cities 
already congested. 
A system of na- 


tional exchange is also proposed, and 
government employment agencies like 
that of Germany whore it is said un- 
employment is almost unknown. It is 
also proposed that the government ap- 
propriate funds for the advancement 
of railroad fares and 
transportation 


and that a department of labor he es- 
tablished to do for Industry what the 
improved consular service is doing for 
our foreign trade. 


UNPAID TAXES 


We recently called the attention of

He was in a. very weak and ex- 


hausted condition, and made no effort 
to resist arrest. He wa.s apparently In 
a stupor when Mills discovered 
him. 


The latter ran to a neighbor's house 
about a quarter of a mile away and

Ho was accompanied by several armed 
men. 


One of Elliott's eyes 
was 
nearly 


closed, and he was cut about the face 
and head. Indicating, it was thought, 
that he may have had a struggle wiih 
Pettis before shooting him.

It is now believed 
that at no time was he very far away.
